RUSSIAN JEWISH REFUGEES ANXIOUS TO EMI- 
GRATE TO AMERICA. 

Lonpon, July 29.—Advices from Hamburg 
state that the Russian refugees throughout 
Germany are anxiously awaiting news of the 
reception of assisted Jewish emigrants in the 
United States. The Jews, almost without ex- 
ception, would prefer to go to America, 
where they have been given to understand 
they would have the same rights as every- 
body else and be exempt from military 
service, for which they have especial aver- 
sion. Letters received from Russian and 
Polish Jews who have been some time in 
America have greatly excited the ideas of the 
refugees as to prospects of gettingrich there, 
writes a Hamburg correspondent, and they 
all want to go especially since the British 
Consul at Hamburg has given them notice 
that they are not wanted in England.

‘*] went to work and fixed the case so 

that it could not come before the Supreme 
Court,’’ says the Mayor’s Reviser of Ordi- 
nances toa morning newspaper reporter, 
in the course of a boasting declaration that 
heand Judge CLAIBORNE had, between 
them, nullified a Missouri statute and 
made Pool Alley practically law-proof and 
able to defy and laugh at the police power 
of the State. 
Why did he go to work and fix the case 
that way, unless he had reason to believe 
that the forthcoming decision would be 
one which the Supreme Oourt would cer- 
tainly reverse if appealed? His statement 
is equivalent to a confession that the Pool 
Alley decision is clearly against law, and 
that it will not obstruct the closing of 
Pool Alley a moment longer than is re- 
quired to get the question before the Su- 
preme Court. 

In casting this severe reflection upon the 
decision he obtained in behalf of the am- 
blers’ den, he does not tell us how he came 
to anticipate the rendering by Judge CLar- 
BORNE of a decision which could only pro- 
tect the gamblers from the police while the 
Supreme Court can be kept out of the case. 
Upon what information or theory in re- 
gard to Judge CLAIBORNE’S supposed lean- 
ings, was it assumed that he would help 
Pool Alley’s attorney to manacle a valid 
statute so that the Supreme Court cannot 
unchain it nor the police enforce it?

THAT DOUBLE-ACTION OPINION. 

Judge CLAIBORNE’S decision in the pool- 
room case is to the effect that the law is 
unconstitutional because ‘‘the subject of 
the law is one of regulation, while the title 
is one of prohibition.’’ 

But let us suppose that the title of the 
law had been as the Court suggests it 
should have been: ‘‘An act regulating 
pool-selling and bookmaking,’’ then un- 
doubtedly the most frantic arguments 
would have been made in behalf of the 
defendant that the title did not express the 
subject of the law, to use a favorite phrase 
of his attorney, the learned reviser of the 
city ordinances, ‘‘forsooth because’’ the 
subject prohibits pool-selling and book- 
making on events occurring outside of the 
State. 

Of course, the pool-sellers would not 
have been satisfied with the law or recon- 
ciled to a conviction under either heading. 
Nor would a regulation which prohibited, 
a prohibition which regulated, or a pro- 
hibition and a regulation combined, 
whether expressed in the title or set forth 
in the subject matter, have suited them. 
Their view of the law seems to be shared 
somewhat by the court, for there is reason 
to believe that it would have been as little 
satisfied with one heading as with the 
other, because better grounds can be found 
for declaring the law unconstitutional un- 
der the heading suggested by the court 
than under that adopted by the Legisla- 
ture. 

Jadge CLAIBORNE, however, pronounced 
the law absurd, and he perhaps thought it 


proper that his opinion should harmonize 
with it. 


THE possibility that the State will be 
unable to take an appeal to the Supreme 
Court in the Burgdoerfer pool case greatly 
increases the potential value of Judge 
CLAIBORNE’s decision to the poo!l-sellers 
in that it offers prospect of long delay in 
settling the question. An apology is 
offered for the Judge in thus giving tre- 
mendous possible advantage upon flimsy 
technical grounds to a pack of greedy 
gamblers, in direct opposition to the de- 
cent sentiment of the community, in the

Prompt Rescue of the Unfortunate Work- 
men—A Wild Panic—Narrow Escape of 
Cable Car Passengers—A Cowardly Es- 
cort—Serious Runaway Accident—The 
Middletown Wreck—Casualties.

A number of others were slightly hurt. The 
building, which was in course of construc- 
tion, was 193 feet long by 106 feet wide, and 
constructed of brick and iron. At the time 
of the accident forty-two men were at work 
on the structure and twenty-five others were 
working in the immediate vicinity. The men 
were engaged in hoisting an immense tron 
truss, when it toppled overand striking an 
iron beam knocked the iron girders out. 
The immense structure at once 
fell with an awful crash bury- 
ing nearly all the men in the ruins. 
The work of rescue was immediately begun, 
and all the men extricated in a short time. It 
was then found that but one had been killed 
outright, and two others fatally injured. The 
latter died while being removed to a hospi- 
tal. The injured are all doing well. The 
plant was formerly owned by the Elba Iron 
& Bolt Co., but was recently purchased by 
the Pittsburg Ou Well Supply Co. The loss 
will be quite heavy. 


THE Sr. MANDE DISASTER. 


FUNERALS OF THE VICTIMS OF LAST SUNDAY’S 
RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 

Paris. July 2.—Immense crowds of people, 
estimated at 2.000, gathered this afternoon 
at 8t. Mande to witness the funerals 
of the victims of the terrible railroad 
disaster of Sunday last. The crowds assem- 
bled were so great that it required the pres- 
ence of the Prefect of the Department of the 
Seine and a strong detachment of troops to 
keep the route of the funeral procession 
clear. There were twenty-four hearses in 
the biack line which led from the town hall 
to the cemetery and thousands ef mourn- 
ers folowed the bodies to the 
grave. One would have imagined 
that some terrible scourge or the 
ravages of war had suddenly swept away a 
portion of the inhabitants of St. Mande and 
its neighborhood. Every man, women and 
child in the vicinity seemed to have turned 
outin mourning for the occasion. All the 
houses of St. Mande were draped with em 
Dlems, half-mast flags and other signs of 
general mourning. The entire scene was 
harrowing in the extreme. The air was filled 
with the watling and crying of the relatives 
aud friends of the dead, many of the 
women reaching sucha pitch of excitement 
that they went off Into hysterics, while others 
fainted with emotion. The widowed 
and fatheriess were the objects 
ofthe utmost sympathy upon the part of all 
present and an effort Is to be made to raise a 
fund forthe assistance of those who have 
been plunged into the deepest distress. 

Previous to the interment of the bodies a 
letter from the Archbishop of Paris, express- 
ing sympathy with the bereaved ones, was 
received by the Mayor who, with the Prefect 
of the Seine, had charge of the funeral ar- 
rangements. 


A WILD PANIC. 


BARROW ESCAPE OF CABLE-CAR PASSENGERS AT 
A RAILWAY CROSSING. 

Cuicaco, III., July 2.—One of the widest 
of panics occurred on a West Side cable-car 
last night asa cable train loaded with pas- 
sengers was crossing the railroad tracks at 
Rockwell street. The usual signal for the 
cable-cars to be stopped isthe dropping of 
the railroad gates. Tbe grip-car had barely 
bumped over the first tracks when the clang- 
ing of a locomotive bell was heard. Just 
then the gates fell between the grip and the 
first trailer. There were sixty people on the 
grip. and it seemed only a question of a mo- 
ment when would be crushed, maimed 
or killed by the train. They broke from the 
grip-car and scrambled over or trampled 
upon each other in thelr desire to escape. 
Some of the women fainted and lay on the 
ground unheeded. One woman fell on the 
tracks and lay insensible m a poolof blood.

A LIFE OF MISERY AND SUFFERING.

I have never spent a happy day or night 
since I left Evansville, Ind., with my hus- 
band and two daughters seven years ago. I 
kept boarders after co g here at 817 Lom- 
bard street. My youngest daughter, Chris- 
tlana, or Dehlia as we called her, fell in love 
with one of my boarders, and they were mar- 
ried in September, 1555. Oh my poor girl, she 
never lived a day in peace after she left my 
house and went to live with her husband at 
716 South Second street. In six months she 
was back homeand said her husband beat 
her. After that she would come home oft- 
ener, and she grew so thin and weak. She 
told me she had to work in an awning and 
tent factory, and when she kept a small part 
of her wages to buy food with her husband 
would beat her and then spend the remainder 
of her small salary for drink and gambling. 

BLEEDING FROM HER NOSE AND EARS. 

will never forget the night—Octo- 
ber 2, iss6—about one year after 
she was married when she 
came staggering home very late bleeding 
from the nose and ears and from a cut in her 
head. Shesaid: ‘Oh, Mamma! they threw 
me down stairs. They have killed me.’

One even- 
ing about two months later a note was 
pushed under my door and Denlia picked it 
up. It was for her. When she read 
it she fainted. The note was from her 
busband, and in it he said she 
would never see him again,as he was going to 
Chicago with a Mrs. H——, 4 married woman 
he had been keeping com with. When 
Dehlla recovered I thought her heart would 
break. Oh, Mamma! Mamma!’ she said, 
‘look what he has done, and I could have him 
putin a place where he would never get out 
UI told on him.’ 

STORY OF THE MURDER. 

‘‘T asked her what it was and she told me. 
She asked me if I remembered about old man 
Binder, who was found dead in his store one 
morning after she came home bleeding the 
night before. WhenlIsaidi did, she told me 
her husband, his brother and another man 
Killed him. After supper that night 
she told her husband Binder had 
called to collect $2 which was due 
on the furniture and was going to take it 
away ifthe bill was not paid. Her husband 
said he would fix the old man and the three 
men left the house. One of them carried a 
wooden mallet. In about an hour they re- 
turned and made jokes about going into 
Binder’s store, driving his young son out 
and robbing the old man of $30 or $35. They 
tried to divide the money, but had a quarrel 
over a half dollar counterfeit. They sat 
there talking about the old man and said 
they Knew he had a good deal of money in 
the store and ttliey could get it. Then 
they left again. In an hour they 
returned and one of them remarked 
that he did not think that the old man would 


try to collect any more bins. Denlia was 


standing in a corner of the room too scared 
to speak, but she heard everything, and 
heard one of them say he had hit the old man 
with the mallet on the head while he sat in 
the chair and he did not move again. 
Dehlia’s husband turned around and saw her 
looking at them from a dark corner of the 
room. He ran to her and catching her by the 
throat took her to the table and tried to make 
her swear before the men she would not give 
them away. She would not promise and her 
husband hit her on the head with the keys. 
THREW HER DOWNS STAIRS. 


He then threw her down stairs into tnle 


yard. They put out the lightand ran away. 
Dehlia came home and she was never the 
same after that. she always wanted to see 
her husband and made me swear I would 


DIED IN HIS CHAIR. 


September, 1888, 
Insane Asylum, but soon recovered 
her reason and returned to the 
Hospital. I took her out in January, 1880, 
and tried to cure her. She was getting better 
inthe summer, but one day in a weak faint 
she fell against the stove and hurt her back. 
IT again sent her to the hospital, and she died 
there Dec. 28, 1889. She died from the effects 
of the treatment she received that night. 
LEFT TO HIS TROUBLED CONSCIENCE.

A few days before she died I asked 
her ifIshould have him arrested and she 
said: No, ma. Let it trouble him.’ 


Louis Wilson. His brother still lives in this 


city. I have kept a record of them ali the 
time and wanted to tell all this many times 
before now, but I could not on account of my 
Dehlia's last words. There is her picture on 
the wall bythe bed. Icannot look around 
without seeing her face,and at night she 
seems to stand by my bed and will not let me 
rest until I do something to punish this man 
who has ruined three families and, as she 
says, killed that old man. I do not ask you 
to believe what I say. ou can go to six per- 
sons who heard Dehlia about the murder, 
and they will say what I have told you is 
true. I feel much easier since I told the 
police about it, and hope they will investi- 
gate it to the end. 
BINDER’S BODY EXHUMED. 

Henry Binder is an older brother of the de- 
ceased furniture dealer and is now living on 
Twelfth and LaSalle streets. When Mrs. 
Crawford’s story was repeated to him he did 
not seem surprised, and remarked that he 
heard in the past few years vague 
references to his brother’s sudden 
death as a murder. He had deter- 
mined to begin an investigation on his own 
account. Last Thursday he and a party, in- 
cluding a Post-Dispatcu reporter and Dr. 
Benno Steinmetz of the City Dispensary, 
drove out to Old Picket’s Cemetery on 
Gravois road and King’s highway. The body 
of August Binder, now almost five years 
buried, was exhumed, and the skull care 
fully examined by Dr. Steinmetz. The body 
was ina fair state of preservation and the 
skeleton was strong. The skull was cleaned 
by the physician who, after close scrutiny, 
declared it sound ana without a flaw or frac- 
ture. Mr. Binder said his mind was not set 
at rest by this discovery and that he would 
continue his investigation. His brother was 
almost an invalid with rheumatism and 
could only carry his arms in one position, 
close to his body against his chest. The 
slightest blow on the neck, the abdomen or 
the region of the heart might have sufficed to 
have caused his death. When Henry Binder 
was given the details ofthe woman’s story 
about his brother’s death it brought back to 
his memory many incidents which occu 
at the time and which he now thinks were 
suspicious, though atthe time no notice was 
taken of them. 

SOME FACTS ABOUT BINDER’S RELATIONS. 

„My brother August, said Mr. Binder, 
ved apart from his family in that little 
store on Fourth and Plum streets for several 
years prior to his death and was persecuted 
by his family. He came to this country 
in 1554 from Bresiau, Germany, 
where he was born in 1831, and 
for years followed his trade as a giazier 
until he came to St. Louis in 1888, when he 
clerked in a furnitnre store on Franklin ave- 
nue and later entered intothe business with 
John Hehriein as partner, but bought him 
out and run the business himself until he 
died. He was married in 1864 and had six 
children, three boys and three girls. Three 
years before his death his wife left him, his 
second daughter got married and went to 
Chicago and another daughter went with 
her. The wife went to Cincinnati where she 
kept a boarding house and the three sons, 
then old enough to work, left their father 
and boarded out. The old man 
was left alone in his store 
but was freqently called upon by his sons who 
demanded money of him, knowing him to be 
economical and to keep a large sum about the 
house. I went in the store one day a year 
before my brother died and saw his two sons 
about to assault their father because he 
would not give them some money. I threw 
the oldest one out into the street and gave 
the younger one a thrashing he remembers to 
this day. 

STONED HIS FATHER. 

Not long atter that one of the Dboys called 
on August for money again and threw stones 
at him in his store because he refused to give 
it. He had his son arrested and sent to the 
Work-house for several months. He was 
subjected to a great deal of ill-treatment 
from his sons. Not long before he died he 
told me he expected to die soon and that I 
should take care of his things when he died. 
He told me he had $500 in atin box at Wm. 


| Jordan’s store, a few doors below, and to d 


vide the money among the children. The 
morning he died I was down town early and 
heard of it. I hurried to his store and learned 
that his body had been removed by his oldest 
son, and when I called at the undertaker’s it 
was already prepared for burial. I was sur- 
prised at the haste shown and still more 
surprised when the body was buried 
the next day. I thought nothing 
of it at the time, but it comes 
back to me now aga strange proceeding. A 
burial certificate was issued by the physi cian 
who attended him,in which rheumatism of 
the heart was given as the cause of death. I 
am quite sure a wooden hammer or mallet 
was foundin the store near his chair that 
morning, but there was no evidence of a 
struggle and no biood. 
A SUDDEN AND UNEXPECTED VISITOR. 
I telegraphed to the two daughters in 
Chicago and they arrived here the next 
morning. At the gravel told them to meet 
me that evening at Jordan’s, asI had some- 
thing to say and they were all there before 1 
arrived. I took out the box and divided the 
money, but as two of the boys were too 
young to handle their portion I told Mr. Jor- 
dan to keepitforthem. While we were still 
talking in walked Mrs. Binder;she had been 
telegraphed for by her oldest daughter and 
reached this city only an hour before. She 
made a scene and wanted all the money, but 
it had been portioned and she gould get only 
what was held for the boys. This she took 
and the next Gay assumed control of the 
store. Friends of August told her she could 
not hold the property without the consent of 
the Probate and if she 
did not sell it and divide the 
money among the children they would 
call the Public Administrator in. A few days 
later she sold out, but what she did with the 
money I do not Know. A few days later we 
found a will unsigned at Justice von 
Gerechten’s, in which August cut his wife off 
with a small share and gave his money and 
property to her chilaren. With part of the 
money left him by his father the boy who 
had been sent to the Work house paid ot a 
debt he had incurred in buying his way out.

AS was predicted in this paper, George 
Dixon scored an easy win over Abe Willis in 
their glove contest before the California Club 
last night. It took just five rounds for the 
Boston colored boy to finish his man. The 
Australian was never in it. Dixon forced the 
fighting from the start, and haa 
his man used up so badly that 
it did not require much of a punch to 
put Willis out in the fifth round. At the con- 
clusion of the battle Dixon, who had scarcely 
a mark on him, seemed as strong as when the 
fight commenced. The American had the ad- 
vantage in height and reach. After consid- 
era dle cautious sparring in the opening round 
Dixon caught Willis on the jaw and floored 
him. A lively rally ensued with the men 
slugging each other at close range and Dixon 
having all the best of it, furcing Willis to hng 
him to avoid punishment. The second 
round was proliic of slugging and 
clinching, and both men were cheered at its 
conclusion. Dixon landed a few blows in the 
third round, but none of them were very de- 
cisive. The American reached his adver- 
sary’s jaw and body several times in the 
fourth round and received some biows in re- 
turn. Both proved themselves quick and 
clever dodgers. In every round Dixon had 
had the best of the contest. The men rushed 
each other in the fifth round, and a 
sharp rally occurrea near the ropes 
in which it was give and take, with 
Dixon landing harder and oftener than 
the little Australian, whom he finally sent 
down with a blowon the jaw. Willis took 
his ten seconds and when he arose 
he was again rushed by Dixon, who finally 
Knocked him down and out with a right 
hand blow on the jaw. Willis had to be car- 
ried out ot the ring at the expiration of the 
allotted ten seconds, and the colored boy was 
declared the winner. This fight proves con- 
clusively that Dixon isthe best 115-pound 
man inthe world,as Willis, it is claimed, 
is the undisputed champion of 
Australia at that weight, and Dixon has al- 
ready whipped Cal McCarthy, who was 
champion of America, and Nunc Wallace, 
who holds the English championship. Me- 
Carthy is the only man who has been able to 
give him anything of a fight, and Tom 
O’Rourke, the colored lad’s backer, now 
talks of taking him to Australia to meet 
Young Griffo, who defeated Billy Murphy for 
the world’s featherweight championship.

An Excellent Showing and a Very Favor- 
able Outlook for St. Louis. 


The financial situation is steadily improv- 
ing, and it is now reasonably certain that the 
call for money to move the crops will not to 


any serious extent circumscribe ordinary 
transactions. In fact it is believed by those 
who have carefully studied the  situa- 
tion that during August, or at least during 
the latter part of that month, money will be 
considerably easier than is common at this

As a consequence they have 
now much more money on hand than had 
been calculated upon, and are pre to 
meet not only the calls made by the grain 
shippers but also those of stock dealers. 
There are two causes for the une in 
flux of money. In the first place and prim- 
arily, the Government expenditures have 
been exceptionally largeinthe Mississippi 
Valley, and the money is coming in to relieve 
the banks when they most need fit. In the 
second place St. Ious is not nearly so de-

here to any considerable extent. The banks

easier than that of New York. A notable 
feature of the situation is the promptitade 
with which the bills of wholesale houses are 
being met in the section of which St. Louis is 
the center. The percentage of face debts, 
and of those on which further time is asked, 
is said to be the smallest on „ and the 
amount of money thus coming into the city 
is very considerable. Altogether the finan- 
cial situation in this city is better than had 
been anticipated, and will compare favor-
